Brother, cousin 
charged in 
youth’s shooting

Charges were filed last week 
against the brother and cousin 
involved in the Aug. 26 shooting death 
in Billerica of Ian Sakowich, a 14-year- 
old Andover boy. ! 

Middlesex District Attorney Tom 
Reilly filed the charges Sept. 10. 

lan lived at 4 Colonial Drive with 
his mother, Colleen Gaumond. He was 
allegedly shot in the head at 12:50 a.m.., 
on Aug. 26, by his 15-year-old cousin, 


Morgan Sakowich, in the kitchen of 


Morgan's family’s Billerica home. Ian 
was pronounced dead a short time lat- 
er at Lahey Clinic in Burlington. 

Morgan is charged with 
manslaughter, larceny of the gun and 
breaking and entering into a motor 
vehicle. 

Tim Sakowich, 17, who lives with 
his father at his grandmother's Billeri- 
ca house, was charged with breaking 
and entering into a motor vehicle and 
larceny of a firearm. 

Tim and Morgan allegedly stole out 
of a limousine parked on a Billerica 
Street on Aug. 25 a briefcase contain- 
ing the .25-caliber handgun used in the 
shooting. 

Paul Ryan, owner of the limousine 
and who held a permit for the gun, 
will also be charged, with carrying a 
firearm in an automobile unattended, 
a crime punishable by up to a $100 fine 
and loss of his permit. 

All three defendants will be 
arraigned in Lowell District Court this 
Monday, Sept. 21. 

Everyone else in the house was in 
bed and the three boys were in the 
kitchen of the house when Ian was 
shot. The boys said they thought the 
gun was a toy and it went off while 
Morgan was playing with it, according 
to reports. The boys had claimed they 
found the gun while walking along 
Nutting Lake, near the cousin’s Biller- 
ica home. 

Mr. Ryan went to Billerica police on 
the afternoon of the shooting, after 
hearing about it, to report his gun and 
briefcase had been stolen from his car 
some time Tuesday night. 

Ian’s parents are divorced and he 
was visiting with his father, Timothy 
M. Sakowich, and brother at the time 
of the shooting.

The parking bylaw, passed by 
Town Meeting in 1985, controls 
growth in town by requiring new 
or expanding businesses to pro- 
vide adequate parking spaces for 
employees and customers. The 
number of parking spaces 


required depends on the type of 


business and its location. 

In the case of the bowling 
alley, the change from bowling to 
the proposed use as retail shops 
required the developers to pro- 


vide 87 parking spaces instead of 


the 12 that could fit there. 

The amendments approved at 
April Town Meeting this year 
were intended to ease those 
requirements. 

The amendments give mer- 
chants and property owners 
more options in terms of parking 
lot design and provision of on- 


street parking, particularly in 
the general business districts, 
according to Laura Hill, town 
planner. 

The planning department 
came under fire last fall by a 
number of businesses that were 
trying to open, expand or build 
downtown but were restricted by 
a lack of available parking space. 
The amendments were the Plan- 
ning Board’s effort to answer 
some of the problems. 

The amendments were 
intended, in part, to: 

* Allow by special permit 
more flexible parking designs; 


+ Permit a limited number of 


compact parking spaces; 

- Promote site designs with 
pedestrian access between park- 
ing lots and commercial proper- 
ties to encourage walking; 

+ Exempt businesses in a 
mixed-use building requiring six 
or less parking spaces from hav- 
ing to provide on-site parking; 

+ Lower parking requirements 
for retail space on upper level 
and basement levels; 

« Add parking ratios for other 


uses, such as day-care centers, nursing 
homes and affordable housing, which are not 
currently included in the bylaw; 

* Provide additional allowances for uses 
that have limited or no on-site parking. The 


on-site parking requirement for a change of 


use or rearrangement of uses is waived if the 
proposal results in a net difference of three

approval this fall, then some of the work 
could be done during vacations and over the 
summer,” she said. 

Ms. Jenkins told the selectmen there are 
several other reasons to schedule a special 
town meeting this fall: The repairs are sched- 
uled to be done during the next five years 
anyway, they will be paid for with approxi- 
mately $600,000 each year out of the school’s 
operating budget set aside for maintenance: 
the longer the schools wait to make repairs 
and improvements, the more it will cost 
because of inflation and today’s bond market 
offers 5-year loans as tow as 5 percent. 

The repairs the School Committee wants 
to make with the $2.4 million bond would pay 
for the following repairs and improvements: 
drainage and asbestos removal at West Ele- 
mentary; roof and boiler replacement at Ban- 
croft Elementary; media roof, heating sys- 
tem, classroom renovations, asbestos 
removal and brick and thermal window pane 
replacement at West Middle School; and 
security systems at both middle schools, the 
high school and Bancroft. 

Dick Muller, 18 Candlewood Drive, a mem- 
ber of the schools’ subcommittee for finance, 
said he is dismayed that selectmen aren’t 
already convinced that major repairs are 
needed. 

“We have serious problems and we have 
to somehow come to grips with how to fix 
them. Let’s get on with these things. I urge 
the Board of Selectmen to do whatever possi- 
ble to have a special town meeting, Mr. 
Muller said. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski told the 
selectmen the town’s financial growth pro- 
jections would support ear marking approxi- 
mately $600,000 each year for school improve- 
ments. Planned expansions by Hewlett- 
Packard, Genetics Institute, Vicor and Dyon- 
ics should boost town revenues during the 
next few years, Mr. Stapezynski said Monday 
night. 

The consensus of the selectmen is that 
they didn’t have enough time to study the 
School Committee’s proposal before their 
Monday-night meeting and they wanted to 
discuss funding options with the Finance 
Committee before a special town meeting is

called. Such a meeting could cost the town as 
much as $10,000. 

Selectman Bill Downs said Monday night 
that although there is no question the 
schools need work, he doesn’t want to com- 
mit spending so much of the town’s money 
five years in advance. If the town’s budget 
ends up short anytime during the next five 
years, Mr. Downs said services and/or per- 
sonnel may have to be cut to make up the dif: 
ference. 

Ms. Jenkins responded that it is attitudes 
like those expressed by Mr. Downs that have 
put off spending money to maintain school 
buildings and has led to the “crisis” in the 
schools today. 

She was referring to a drainage problem 
at West Elementary that caused mold to 
build up to toxic levels that closed the school 
last fall, as well as health-code violations at 
West Middle School this spring. 

Mr. Stapezynski told the members of the 
two boards present Monday night there are 
other matters that could be addressed at a 
special town meeting, which would justify 
calling a $10,000 special meeting, but nothing 
that couldn't wait to regular town meeting in 
the spring. 

Growth plans for the town’s elementary 
schools and high school, which are now 
being studied by the School Building Com- 
mittee, are not part of the $2.4 million-bond 
plan proposed by Ms. Jenkins. Neither are 
improvements such as lockers, shades, inter- 
com systems, tennis courts and chalkboards 
that were outlined in a school-building-need 
report compiled several years ago. 

Joanne Marden of the Finance Committee 
told the selectmen she has reservations 
about calling a special town meeting because 
it forces voters to look at issues out of context 
of the town’s entire budget. But, if a meeting 
were called in mid-November it would give 
town financial planners time to compile 
more accurate revenue projections.

biographies on missionaries 
such as Albert Schweitzer. 
Today those biographies 


are among the 200 boxes of 


books he and his wife are in 
the process of unpacking at 
their new home. They’ve 
hired a carpenter to build 
custom bookcases along all 
the walls of one large room 
that will be the library. 


As Rev. Richardson spoke 
with a guest last week, he 


eagerly pointed out many of 


the unique items decorating 
the living room. Above the 
fireplace mantle, watching 
over all who enter the room, 
is a tapestry of an Egyptian 
goddess. Portraits of his 
great-great-great-great 
grandfather and grandmoth- 
er hang on two other walls. 

On the floor is a Muslim 
prayer rug that he and his 
wife brought back from a 
sabbatical trip to the Middle 
Kast two years ago. 


“We were in Egypt just 
before the Persian Gulf War 
began,” said Rev. Richard- 
son. 

“I felt completely safe. The 
Kgyptians supported the 
American presence in the 
Gulf and the people there 
were very friendly to us,” he 
said. 

A print written in Arabic 
that displays the more than 
90 words for Allah hangs on 
the fourth wall in the living 
room. The eclectic mix of 
several of the world’s reli- 
gions are at home in the 
Richardsons’ new house. 
Rev. Richardson, like all UU 
clergy, draws from the 
world’s religions to develop 
and maintain an inclusive 
parish community where all 
are made to feel welcome. 

“As I was watching the 
Olympics this year, I was 
inspired by the way the peo- 
ple of the world came togeth- 
er peacefully. I think it’s 
tragic that we can’t repeat 
this in other venues, besides 
sports. 

“Instead of people having 
to believe in one thing, one 
doctrine, | would encourage 
people to explore and grow 
with other beliefs. 
(Andover’s UU congregation) 
has members from a Jewish 
background, members from 
Islamic backgrounds and I’m 
preforming a marriage cere- 
mony for a couple from 
Japan who have a mixed 
Western, Shinto and Bud- 
dhist background,” Rev. 
Richardson said. 
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Peter Richardson 


He was born and raised 
primarily in Western Mas- 
sachusetts, although his fam- 
ily did travel to his father’s 
different assignments as a 
civil engineer. During Rev. 
Richardson’s final year as a 
history major at Tufts Uni- 
versity, he decided he want- 
ed to become a minister. 

He graduated from St. 
Lawrence University’s theo- 
logical school in New York, 
and was ordained that same 
year as a UU minister in 
Kent, Ohio. Rev. Richardson 
also has a master’s degree in 
education. 


He has served as the min- 
ister of several UU churches, 
including parishes in Ohio, 
Texas and Needham. Before 
he was chosen to head 
Andover’s UU church, he 
was the minister of the First 
Parish Unitarian Church in 
Kennebunk, Maine, for the 
past 15 years. 

Rev. Richardson is the 
father of two daughters, 
Tamsin Kemos, 24, and Brad- 
bury Richardson, 20. He is 
divorced from his first wife 
and widowed from his sec- 
ond. His third and current 
wife has two adult children 
from her first marriage. 


Being divorced and wid- 
owed hasn’t been a limita- 
tion for Rev. Richardson as a 
UU minister. He said every 
parish community he has 
been involved in has always 
been welcoming, regardless 
of his marital status. Rev. 
Richardson said this is the 
norm, not the exception with 
UU congregations. 

Written into UU church 
bylaws, and recently adopted 
into the rewritten Andover 
UU bylaws, is language stip- 
ulating that parish officials 
and members be as welcom- 
ing and as inclusive as possi- 
ble, including singles, one- 
parent, nuclear and extended 
families as well as same-sex 
partners. 


“More than 50 percent of 
the people in the Andover 


congregation have children. 


It would be very easy to for- 
get that there are other types 
of families,” he said. 

The Andover UU church 
has training sessions, run by 
members of the congrega- 
tion, for members of the con- 
gregation. These sessions 
work on ways for the mem- 
bership to truly be as inclu- 
sive as possible for everyone, 
he said. 


“I believe in the impor- 
tance of options. Some 
churches steer new people 
into fitting into the estab- 
lished mold of the other con- 
gregational members. | 
believe everybody has gifts 
to bring with them and share 
with their community. I 
think it’s all about affirming 
the individual,” he said. 


One way Rev. Richardson 
works toward this goal is to 
use language that does not 
exclude = “all lifestyle 
options” in his sermons to 
the congregation. 


Goals for the church 

Rev. Richardson will not 
be the only one addressing 
the congregation Sunday 
mornings. And Sundays 
won't be the only days mem- 
bers will meet as a congrega- 
tion, he said. 

During the fall, several 
Sunday sermons will be con- 
ducted by parishioners. 

“We also hope to celebrate 
the seasons,” said Rev. 
Richardson. 

“We may even have sever- 
al meetings outside while the 
weather permits,” he said. 

Rev. Richardson hopes to 
become involved in and 
expand the Summer Start 
program housed at the 
church this summer. The 
program for youngsters, 
fashioned after the national 
Head Start breakfast and 
enrichment program, pro- 
vides area children with 
structured morning activi- 
ties. 

Impressions of Andover 

Rev. Richardson said he is 
impressed that Andover, 
which is much larger, and 
has a bigger population than 
Kennebunk, Maine, has pre- 
served so much open space. 
He and his wife enjoyed a 
hike through the Ward 
Reservation off Route 125 
last week. 


“It’s quiet too. The other 
night I could hear the train 
whistle in the distance and 
thought that was really nice. 

“T came here from a small 
town where I could go into 
town hall and call everyone 
by name. I’m looking for- 
ward to getting to know peo- 
ple here,” he said.

Motley Richardson’s family has 
frequented for five generations, 
made her $1,000 richer. 

Since it hit the stands Aug. 20, 
Ms. Richardson’s book has sold 
more than 670 copies. 

“The first day it arrived from 
the printer I brought several 
copies to the the local (North 
Haven) bookstore where they 
were having a signing. A little 
zirl came up to me and said, 
‘This is the first time I’ve ever 
met a real author.

Richardson sailed from her fami- 
ly’s summer home on North 
Haven Island to Hurricane 
Island for picnic lunches. She 
said she always wondered what 
happened to the people who once 
lived there and why they left. 

The Needham native wrote 
her first book while she was the 
community news editor for the 
Journal Tribune in Biddeford, 
Maine. At the time, her husband 
was the minister of the Kenneb- 
unk Unitarian Universalist 
Church. Ms. Richardson’s most 
recent book was a full-time 
endeavor, she said. 

“This is really a book only she 
could write,” said Rev. Richard- 
son, who encouraged his wife to 
take a leave from her job and 
write for a year. 

“I knew almost all of the peo- 
ple I talked to, at least by name,” 
she said. “Some of the children | 
grew up with returned to the 
island to live year round. | took 
my camera and photo stand with 
me to each home I visited and 
that way I was able to photo- 
graph pictures in their family 
albums that they never would 
have let me take out of their 
house. 

“This was really like my own 
sabbatical,” said Ms. Richard- 
son, who accompanied her hus 
band two years ago on his sab- 
batical to the Middle East. 

“Peter supported me for a 
year and my mother supported 
the publishing of the book,” she 
added. 

Ms. Richardson's parents 
knew Rev. Richardson years 
before she ever met him. They 
were on a search committee to 
find a new minister for the Uni- 
tarian Universalist Church in 
Needham. At that time she was 
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Eleanor Motley Richardson 


already married and was going 
to Middleburry College in Ver- 
mont. She later transferred to 
Dartmouth College in New 
Hampshire, where her first hus: 
band was a graduate student. 

“T was the second woman to 
register at Dartmouth College, | 
would have been the first, but 
another woman registered 20 
minutes before me,” she said. 

Although she was allowed to 
take classes at the school, Dart- 
mouth was not giving degrees to 
women at that time. 

“They let the wives of stu- 
dents enroll, but they weren't 
going to give us degrees,” she 
said. She later received a bache- 
lor’s degree in German from 
Brandeis University. 

After her second child was 
born, she decided it was time to 
get more involved in her local 
Unitarian Universalist church. 

“At that time my first child 
was 4. We drove by a church and 
he pointed out the window and 
asked, ‘Mommy what’s that’ and 
I realized it was time to get 
involved in the church,” she 
said, 

She has two children, Charlie 
Billings, 25, and Elise Billings, 
21, 

Ms. Richardson has a diverse 
background that includes organ 
studies at New England Conser- 
vatory of Music in Boston and 
work with many UU church 
choirs over the years. She has 
also volunteered her photogra- 
phy expertise, photographing UU 
General Assembly meetings. The 
Richardsons met in 1984 at the 
annual meeting in New York. 

“Peter and I found that we had 
a lot in common — music, photog- 
raphy and many more things 
like our mutual connection with 
Maine,” she said. 

Ms. Richardson’s careers 
include being an administrator 
of a UU church in Concord, a 
marketer for a construction firm, 
a journalist, photographer, and 
editor of a daily newspaper in 
Biddeford, Maine. 

Ms. Richardson hopes to work 
in the newspaper field but in the 
meantime she is getting 
acquainted with the UU parish 
and Andover,

Is this a case of discrimination?

At the office this week, we have 
come up with one of those situations 
that really has no answer. 

A man who is Jewish, and a resi- 
dent of Andover, had written a letter 
to me but decided he wanted to talk 
about it, and perhaps not have it pub- 
lished. 

A story on page 27 of the Aug. 20 
Towns- 
man both- 
ered him. 
It was in 
the reli- 
gion sec- 
tion and 
it had a 
headline 
of “Abba 
Christian 
Theatre 
invites 
teens and adults to read for fall pro- 
duction.” 

The first line of the story, which 
the Townsman received as a press 
release so it was not written by staff, 
was: “Abba Christian Theatre 
invites Christian adults and teens to 
read for its fall production of The 
Complete History of the Old Testa- 
ment in Twenty Minutes.” 

The man who wanted to complain 
said at first he thought “I was being 
too sensitive when I perceived a 
built-in anti-Semitic or racist factor.” 


He then asked, “Why did the writ- 
er or editor involved choose to 
include that word (‘Christian’) in 
that context?” 

I phoned one of the names from 
the Abba Christian Theatre press 
release and she explained that “this 
is a ministry seeking to bring a mes- 
sage of Jesus Christ.” I asked her 
what she would do if a Jew came to 
audition for a part in the play and 
she said that would be OK if that per- 
son had “accepted Jesus as his sav- 
ior.” In fact, she said a person audi- 
tioning for a part has to sign an 
agreement that he or she under- 
stands that part of acting with this 
group in this play means accepting 
the responsibility of interacting with 
the audience after the play and 
spreading the word about Jesus. 

I told her that I thought the press 
release was misleading, that we prob- 
ably should have phoned her and 
asked if it would be appropriate to 
remove the word “Christian” in the 
sentence about inviting Christian 
adults and teens to read for the play. 
And then I told her that if she’d said 
yes, only Christians could read for it, 
I would probably not be interested in 
running the press release because it 
would be discriminatory. 

She understood my 
believe, but I get hers, too. 

Then a reporter at the Townsman 
asked: “Well, what about Merrimack 


point, I 


Valley Jewish Singles who are 
always doing interesting things? We 
run their releases. Are they discrimi- 
nating against non-Jewish singles?” 
Hummmmm. What about that? 
And what about “Jewish residents 
invited to learn Hebrew in time for 


Rosh Hashana,” the headline of 


another Aug. 20 story in the religion 
section that tells of Rabbi Osher 
Bronstein of Chabad Lubavitch invit- 
ing adult Jews to take five free week- 
ly lessons, 

Since I am Protestant, I tend to 
bend over backward to make sure I 
don’t discriminate against Jews 
because the world has done so much 
of that. 

But does all this mean I can’t 
advertise for a reporter who likes to 
read newspapers? Is that discrimi- 
nating against those who don’t, to 


push the discussion to the point of 


absurdity. Or what about the time I 
needed a reporter at another newspa- 


per I worked at and most of the staff 


at the time was female. Because it is 
good to have male and female points 
of view on staff, I would have liked to 


advertise for a male reporter, but of 


course I didn’t. Actually, I would take 
the best reporter I could find, regard- 
less of gender. 

But isn’t asking just Jewish sin- 
gles to an outing the same as inviting 
just men to join a club and not wom-

Andover needs 
bike paths 


Editor, Townsman: 

The time has come to seriously 
consider the role of paved bicycle 
paths in the planning of Andover’s 
future. Bike paths can serve two 
important functions; they can 
provide a safe, healthy, recreational 
activity and they can provide a local 
transportation alternative to supple- 
ment automobile transportation. 
Both uses would significantly 
improve our quality of life as we 
approach the 21st century. 

The pleasure of recreational bicy- 
cling on a bike path is known to any- 
one who has ridden on one even 
once. Free of concerns about motor- 
ized traffic, one may truly relax and 
enjoy the surrounding beauty. For 
those who have never experienced 
the joy of riding on a bike trail, | 
highly recommend the bike paths on 
Nantucket, the Cape Cod Rail Trail 
or the East Bay Bicycle Path in 
Rhode Island. Bring the entire fami- 
ly; they'll love it. 

The concept of bicycle paths pro- 
viding an alternative mode of trans 
portation probably sounds quite far- 
fetched, but consider the possibili- 
ties. Assume there were bike paths 


radiating like spokes from the center 
of town. One would lead to the Shaw- 
sheen area, another to West 
Andover, a third perhaps along the 
Shawsheen River to Ballardvale, a 
fourth leading toward Harold Parker 
State Forest and fifth toward Merri- 
mack College. 

These paths could be used for 
shopping excursions and _ local 
chores, perhaps even providing a 
needed lift for the Main Street busi- 
ness district. People working in or 
near our town could use them to 
commute to work. Spurs could be 
added to the bike paths to connect to 
all the public schools, thus providing 
our children a safe alternative to 
busing and carpools. 


The benefits would be enormous. 
A major contribution to automobile 
pollution and engine wear is the 
short, start-stop trip. Statistics have 
shown that using bicycles for even 10 
percent of these short trips can sig- 
nificantly reduce emissions. Further- 
more, the reduction in automobile 
congestion would help alleviate the 
parking shortage on Main Street. 

In this time of rising costs and 
reductions in municipal services, the 
expense of bike paths is a valid con- 
cern. Recent federal legislation, how- 
ever, has set aside funding ear- 
marked for projects such as bike 
path development. The Intermodal 
Surface Transportation Efficiency 
Act of 1991 (ISTEA) has allocated $3.3 
billion ($43.9 million for Mas- 
sachusetts) over a six-year period for 
“transportation enhancements” such 
as bike and pedestrian paths. 


Bicycle paths could only add value 
to our town and our quality of life. 
Future (letters) will discuss a variety 
of topics regarding bike paths: 
issues, costs and benefits and enjoy- 
able paths located in and near New 
England.

No. Andover Country Club picks up the pieces

North Andover Country Club reported a 
kitchen fire at 11:33 last Wednesday morn- 
ing. James Bennett, chef and steward of the 
club, heard a popping sound in the wall 
behind the Fryolator. When the oil reached 
combustion temperature, Mr. Bennett and 
his assistant chef, Cheryl Wesolowski, tried 
to put out the flames. Mr. Bennett used a 
hand extinguisher to no avail. The kitchen 
had been redone in 1990 because of fire dam- 
age. Workers installed a fire suppression and 
sprinkler system designed for kitchens. 

“Engine One arrived at the country club 
four minutes after the alarm to find smoke 
was showing in the kitchen,” said North 
Andover Fire Chief William Dolan. “It was 
not a full response because Engine Company 
‘wo and the North Andover ambulance were 
at the Middleton and 114 line at a car acci- 
dent.” 

It took 11 minutes for the fire equipment 
to travel from the Middleton line to the coun- 
try club after the report came, as shown in 
the North Andover fire log at 11:48. 

“The fire was stopped in the kitchen, but 
the source of the fire was hidden in the 
walls,” said Lt. Fred McCarthy who was with 
Engine One at the country club. “The smoke 
was on the ceilings and in the walls. Walls 
were burning on the second floor and in the 
attic. We had to contain the fire and protect 
the remaining building. A trapped fire in a 
confined space is the hottest fire.” 

“Tt was hard to locate the source of the fire 
because of the roof configuration,” said 
Patricia Frothingham of Andover, club pres- 
ident. “A brand new burglar and fire alarm, 
heat and smoke detectors and a fire extin- 
guisher system, Secure Comm, was recently 
installed.” 

“Firefighters came from the neighboring 
communities of Lawrence, Andover, 
Methuen and Middleton,” said Fire Chief 
Dolan. “Lawrence sent four men and 
Andover sent three men who responded with 
seven North Andover firemen at the country 
club. The Main Street fire station was cov- 
ered by Methuen firemen and Middleton fire- 
men covered the Old Center station to keep 
North Andover secure.” 

Mutual aid provides for neighboring com- 
munities to share firefighters and equipment 
when necessary. Chief Dolan cautioned that 
a fire like the country club fire with another 
alarm across town would cause a ripple 
effect — four communities involved in one 
incident. 

“As the town grows, we get more inci- 
dents at the same time and it leaves us short- 
handed for an emergency,” said Chief Dolan. 

The fire damaged the second floor apart- 
ment, the attic and kitchen, plus the two 
front rooms on the first floor of the main 
house. 

“Two North Andover firemen watched the 
building all night to make sure nothing 
rekindled,” said Lt. John Garvey, North 
Andover fire investigator. “The investiga- 
tion is still in the initial stages but it seems 
to be electrical in origin. We don’t know 
‘where it started yet. The insurance company 
will handle testing on electrical equipment: I 


have no idea of the time period for the 
results, 

“Chief Dolan used the relay method to 
rehabilitate the firemen because it was a hot 
and humid day and the heavy insulated gear 
fatigues the men,” Lt. Garvey said. “They did 
an excellent job and stopped the fire from 
moving farther back into the building.” 

The day before the fire, Mr. Bennett 
moved his wife, Mary, and their sons, James, 
2 years, and Joey, 4 months, into the second- 
floor apartment at the club. 

“T got my children and wife out,” said Mr. 
Bennett. “I grabbed the baby without a dia- 
per and took Mary without any shoes. I told 
Cheryl (Wesolowski) to leave the building 
and alert everyone. All our personal things 
are gone, things we can’t replace. I was able 
to salvage some books in a chest. My cook- 
book with recipes I’ve collected since the 
sixth grade wasn’t burnt. 

“Everything melted and where we lived is 
gutted,” added Mr. Bennett. 

William Leone, chairman of the house 
committee at the country club, and his wife, 
Gretchen, have been a great help to the Ben- 
nett family. Mrs. Leone and Pat Haley, club 
member, drove Mrs. Bennett and her sons to 
New London, N.H. the afternoon of the fire so 
she could be with her parents. 

“My wife and I are grateful to the club 
members because they care,” said Mr. Ben- 
nett. “I haven’t been here long, only a week.” 

A special atmosphere of care and concern 
for the members and employees is evident at 
the country club. There has been an outpour- 
ing of help for the young couple. 

“About half of the 215-family member- 
ships are from Andover families,” said Mrs. 
Frothingham. “Members are networking to 
see the Bennett family are not stranded and 
have furniture and necessary clothing. The 
staff has rallied to help the club with this 
emergency. Mr. Bennett is working with the 
dedication of a 10-year employee. Cheryl 
(Wesolowski) is supportive as always.” 

The wedding reception scheduled for the 
week of the fire and those planned for next 
months are being canceled. The club has 
been totally sympathetic of the brides and 
their families and the hardship of reorganiz- 
ing a wedding. The club is trying to assist 
them. The Sept. 12 bride was able to schedule 
her reception at the Lanam Club in Andover. 

Club members will continue to use the 
golf course and the tennis and paddle courts. 
The function hall, pro shop and dining area 
in the back of the main building were not 
destroyed. The barn and the main building 
are about 50 to 75 years old, said Mr. Leone, 
The club is anticipating its 100th anniver- 
sary in 1997 and plans to rebuild. 

“The plans for rebuilding are not clear, 
but the final design will be the same farm- 
house look,” said Mr. Leone. “There will be 
new systems in the building that can support 
current activities.”

Department. 

“The Princess House donated 
the teddy bears to be stored in 
police cruisers and used in

Andover fireman and certified 
Emergency Medical Technician, 
started the Teddy Bear Program 
at the Fire Department in North 
Andover.

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Brooks fosters strong 
sense of community

In a time when most schools are 
struggling with budget cuts and dis- 
continued programs, North Andover’s 
Brooks School has a 5 percent 
increase in student population from 
last year. 

Brooks was founded in 1927 with 14 
students, three faculty members and a 
headmaster and headmistress. A mil- 
lion dollars in scholarship funds were 
given this year to 25 percent of the 338 
students enrolled. 

Lawrence and Grace Becker have 
been Brooks’ headmaster and head- 
mistress for the past seven years, 

The philosophy of Brooks’ trustees 
and Brooks School is to have a family- 


like atmosphere with a strong sense of 


community, said Mr. Becker. Less 
than half of the students are from New 
England, with 80 states and 14 foreign 
countries represented. 

Almost half of the students live on 
Brooks’ campus in modern, attractive 
dorms with 10 to 12 students and a fac- 
ulty member in residence. Every Sat- 
urday evening, boarding students are 
invited to a faculty member’s home. 

“When a student wants to talk, a 
faculty member is available,” Mr. 
Becker said. “Faculty place students’ 
boarding life on top priority.” 

The sense of community is rein- 
forced each week when the student 
body gathers in the chapel, at school

meetings and at meal time, with stu 
dents and faculty members sharing 
the same tables so they can discuss 
day-to-day happenings. 

“Students are highly motivated and 
achievement-orientated,” Mr. Becker 
said. “They want to take the toughest 
courses and too many courses at once. 
We encourage them to be realistic 
about what they can do in a day, 

“There aren’t many one-sided kids 
at Brooks,” he said. “Everyone must 
try a different sport. Students do not 
have to excel in every sport or in 
every theater production, but the 
emphasis is on participating.” 

An exchange program with Africa 
has been available for the last eight 
years. Nine students will go in Jan- 
uary to two schools in South Africa 
and two students to a school in Kenya. 

The African boys’ school sends stu- 
dents for the winter and spring terms. 

A bilingual school in Szeged, Hun- 
gry, sent four students to Brooks for 
the fall term. 

The Hungarian students are spon- 
sored by the U.S. Government Saman- 
tha Smith Memorial Exchange Pro- 
gram. Brooks students will travel to 
the Hungarian school in March for a 
six-week study program. 

Brooks School library was designed 
for a school of 200 students in 1964. 
The library has a solid collection but 
it needs more space.
